Not only did the planes prove ex- 
ceptionaly air -w orthy, hut the pilots 
who handled th e m were more than 
satisfied at tin m a n n e r in which the 
ships behaved in a day which

noted for its adverse flying conditions. 
Th e target practice was witnessed 
by E dgar N, C.ott, president Keystone 
Aircraft Corporation, who along with 
Mrs. Bott and Captain Lowell Smith, 
flew to Langley Field in a Keystone 
amphibia n c o m m u te r on August 10th 
so as to be present at the d e m o n s tr a ­ 
tion. 
Each pilot of a bomber is allotted 
so man y bombs each for air practice 
and target purpos es and this test was 
staged so that th ey could use thei r 
allotment on a moving target and at 
the same time show with w ha t ac ­ 
curacy they could aim the bombs and 
drop them from a position 5,000 feet 
in the air.
